Pride Sparks Volleyball 

“I was very proud of their hustle and determination. This 
is a volleyball team that Saint Joe should be proud of,” 
comments coacITLinda Taulman. 

In her first year at Saint Joe, Taulman took her volley- 
ball team to a 26-12 final record (including a 21-9 regular- 
season record) and a fourth-place finish in the Indiana 
Association of Intercollegiate Athletics for Women (IAIAW) 
state volleyball tournament held at Taylor University. 

the Pumas hosted the district one tournament and 
finished second behind Valparaiso but ahead of Purdue- 
\ Calumet, Notre ^ame, Saint Mary’s of South Bend, and 
> Goshen. 

In placing second, Saint Joe lost to Valpo and over- 
came Saint Mary’s, Goshen and Purdue-Calumet. 

The women were exuberant over the chance to go to 
the state tourney. SJC played Butler first. After dropping 
the first match 11-15, they rallied to win the next two 15-8, 
15-9. 

Indiana Tech then dropped the Pumas into the losers’ 
bracket by defeating them 15-11, 15-8. 

Squeezing out a narrow victory over Huntington 16-14, 

15- 11, the women went on to play lUPU-Indianapolis, 
a team which they had both beaten and lost to during the 
regular season. 

The game was filled with emotion as IUPUI took the 
first match 15-8. The Pumas rallied to take the next match 

16- 14, and looked like they were going to run away with the 
third and deciding match, holding a 14-5 edge. But the 
Metros were not to be outdone. They tied the score at 14- 
14 and went on to win, 16-14. 

“The development of the women’s volleyball program 
has been impressive, even in the short time that I’ve been 
here,” reflects senior co-captain Mary Ann Klemm. “This 
progress is evident not only in our record this year, but in 
our increased bench strength also.’” 

Taulman can expect more of the same success that 
she experienced this ydar as Klemm is the only player who 
will be lost to graduation. Returning to the team next year 
will be the solid nucleus of upperclassmen Leona Fournier 
(co-captain this year), Katie Flynn, Nancy Scott, Regina

The men are 
3-0 heading into this week- 
end’s Puma 100 Classic and 
the women won their season 
opener last Saturday. 

In the first game of the 
season Nov. 28, Saint Joe 
romped over Northeastern 
Illinois 111-77, then won a 
nail-biter over Bellarmine 92- 
89 last Thursday before out- 
scoring Grace 85-71 on Sat- 
urday. Dave Downey led the 
way for the Pumas against 
Grace, scoring 32 points to go 
along with 17 rebounds. 

Bellarmine visited the 
home of the Pumas Nov. 30 
in the first Great Lakes Valley 
Conference game for both 
teams. 

Saint Joe enjoyed a five- 
point margin, 42-37, at half- 
time. With 6:18 to go in the 
game, Downey got two of his 
game-high 24 points when he 
sunk a 12-foot jump shot 
which gave the Pumas a 77- 
61 lead, their biggest of the 
game. 

Kevin Sims swished six 
consecutive free throws in 
one-and-one situations during 
the final minute to sink the 
Knights. Led by Downey’s
